By the Overflow of the River Stannit. 


The loss of Property Esti- 


mated at $500,000. 


QuEimc, April 30.—Friday night the 


inhabitants of tlie village of St. Albans, 
aituiited forty-wight miles from here in 
the county ot Port Noun", heard a terri- 
ble noise. Near by ia a curve in tho 
river Stanna, which makes a waterfall. 
The "round which stays the formation 
on the right Bide' had given way and 
tlie earth and rocks hud filled tho deep 
gash of tlio falls, burying'a wood-pulp 
mill. The sides of the river, which are 
composed of clay, and 150 feet hiyh, 
caved in, blocking up the natural chan- 
nel of the river for a distance of five 
miles and to a depth of seventeen feet, 
making tlie water rise 100 feet above 
the earth walls that were supposed to 
hold it back. The walls were not strong 
enough to keep in check the fury of the 
stream, and with a terrible roar and 
rush, the water came down upon the 
unprotected village, carrying away the 
bridge. 
At'10 p in. the water rose at Casminr 


and carried off another bridge at St. 
Ann. 
At 11 o'clock it carried away 


two pieces of the bridge and all lumber 
booms. The house ot farmer Gauthier, 
at St. Albans, is completely buried and 
four people who occupied it arc sup- 
posed to he crushed below. 


Tlie accident has been oneciaUy severe 


on 'lamb animal!*. Hundreds of rattle, 
horses, sheep and pigs have perished, 
and in the wreck that floats past poor 
brutes can be seen struggling and mak- 
ing an effort to reach the shores, which 
their exhaustion renders abortive. 


The people of all the surrounding 


country are panic stricken, and on ac- 
count of the altered condition of the 
country it is very diflicult to reach the 
scene and return. 
Tlie piece ol land which slid into the 


river is about a mile long and four miles 
wide.

The money which men 
devote their lives to secure is often a 
curse to their children, but that which 
blights the live? of many born in atllu- 
cnce and nurtured in luxury serves to 
turn the golden current back into the 
channels from which it wus diverted. 


Each generation will bring its suc- 


ceeding "crop" of successful money get- 
tors, but they will, for the m»?t part, 
come from the ranks of those who in the 
past generation were learning lessons of 
thrift in a struggle for existence with 
the contending forces of capital and 
labor, of production and speculation. 


The heirs of men who have accumu- 


lated millions arc us a class more useful 
for what, they undo than what thev do.

The representative of n San Frnnciscu 


produce and commission house ia now 
in this vicinity for the purpose of 
mak- 


ing contracts for fruit to handle on i-om- 
miasion. Tins is his purpose, but if In; 
cannot pet fruit on those terms he will 
contract to buy it and pay cash on de- 
livery. This, at least, is the statement 
he made to a friend in thiscily, explain- 
ing that tho instruction of his house is 
to get fruit on commission if he cau, hut 
to yet fruit anyway. A hint to the wipe 
ought to be effective as a kick in a ease 


of this kind. 


It is now perfectly plain that there is 


l^oiiig lo be a demand at lair prices for 
every pound of fruit raised in Californ ia 
this season, and the grower who con- 
tracts to turn hifl crop oVcr to commis- 
sion dealers when lie Je certain of ihe 
opportunity to sell for cash, is making u 
blunder for which there ia no possible 
excuse. 


This eeason ie going to furnish the 


fruit growers the means of breaking 
nway 
from 
the commission system, 


which has proved particularly disastrous 
as a means of disposing of green fruits, 
.and for that reason, as well as the direct 
advantage which they will realize by 
selling for cash, they should refuse to 
consign a pound of fruit to anybody. 


D. McG. MEANS, the political econ- 


omist, takes issue very strongly with the 
advocates of certain reforms who arro- 
gate to themselves all the righteousness 
.and love of humanity there is in Ihe 
world. In the current number of the 
Forum he says: 


I should like to make one point per- 


fectly clear. In Dr. Coifs article in the 
•May Forum on "StaUs Aid to the Unem- 
ployed," and in writings of like char- 
acter, a certain assumption of superior 
righteousness ia to be observed. Those 
whose minds are so constituted aa not 
to assent to theories based upon ex- 
ploded fallacies and maintained in dis- 
regard of experience appear to be looked 
upon as somehow morally delinquent. 
To defend the institution of property 
and the right to labor ia, according to 
the socialists, a hard-hearted and cold- 
blooded proceeding. But let it be dis- 
tinctly understood that those whose 
convictions I have ventured to Bet forth 
admit no monopoly of virtue by the 
socialists, 
We are quite as deeply, 


quite ftfl earnestly, quite as conscien- 
tiously interested in the future welfare 
of society as they are. 
In behalf not so 


much of the rich as of tho poor, in the 
interests not BO much of ourselves as ol 
our children and our children's children, 
we propose to guard the precious herit- 
age of liberty won for ua by the agony 
of countless generations of our ancest- 
ors. For the love of God and for the

.Ax investigation oi the plane accepted, 


conditionally,.by the board of education 
for a high school reveals the fact that 
the plan provides for lath and plaster 
partitions throughout the building, with 
brick outside walla only. Experience 
with large buildings in Fresno proves it 
to be almost impossible to construct a 
building with only exterior walls of 
brick that will not crock and settle. Re- 
side the danger from fires is much 
greater. They can not be eo easily con- 
fined to a part of the building, and once 
tired the walla are u. eless. These con- 
siderations should have much weight in 
the selection of plans for so permanent 
a building as a high school. We are 
not disposed to find fault with the board 
of education, but must question the pro- 
priety of building a high school which is 
not thoroughly substantial and practi- 
cally fire proof. We also doubt the feasi- 
bility of moving the I urge central school 
building to make room for another 
building. The <w»t of moving and re- 
fitting tho old building would be at least 
half M much as would be required to 


purchase a half block equally well lo- 
cated. This would separate the grades 
ami make it practicable to beautify the 
various school grounds. Tbeso matters 
should be well considered before bcgin- 
ing the expenditure of tlie large sums 
proposed.

In the swnmi>K nnd woods that cover 


thy southern end of Barnogat beach in 
South Jersey « brood of cats peculiar to 
Jersey alone exist They aro nofc only 
tailless, but their hind legs nro lougor 
than their front ones, giving them tho 
appearance of rabbits. This curious spe- 
cies of felines has been resident on tho 
sland for many yeans. Over half a cell- 
ury ago an English bark came ashoro 
n'Uarnegat's shoals, and among the 
hinj-s that managed to reach the beach 


number of Manx cats. These ani- 


lals arc found only on the isle of Man 
nd are without tails. Fora lilllo while 
iio cats remained around the Barnegat 
ighthouse, but the keeper, becoming 
iredof their pillVrings and inbarmoui- 
us concert sat night, drove them nway. 
They took to the dense woods and 


liickets, where they soon multiplied 
cry rapidly. During tho winter mouths 
he"swamps are visited by thousands of 
jirds in search of food, and the tailless 
aU manage to live very nicely. 


Efforts to tamo the felines have met 


vith some success, aud the cats mako 


pets. During several winters, when 


he intense cold kept the birds away 
rom Barm-gat, the cats depended on the 
urf clams for food. The clams were 
brown on shore by the waves, and bc- 
•oming fro/en opened their shells, mak- 
ng it an easy matter for tho animals to 
eeure the contents. 


Years of life, in tho woods have nuido 


.hem both wild imd savage, aud they 
:ould mako a formidable stand against 
uiy one who hunts them. Theso strange 
mimals have become expert as fisher*-, 
and often in warm weather, when the 
surf is full of fish, go into the shallow 
vater and as a wave recedes, leaving 
ho fish floundering in a few incites of 
vater, fasten their claws in its sides and 
Irag it- beyond the. roach of the incom- 


ig waves. Tho animals present a curi- 


ous appearance, as they jump about 
nuch as u kangaroo does. They are ex- 
icrt climbers niul havo been known to 
raise their young in hollow trees fur 
ibove the ground. 


Several years ago u strange disease at - 


racked and killed many of tbo animate, 
Hit they soon increased to their former 
umbers again. In color the tailless eats 
jscmblo our domestic tiger feline, but in 


size, they are much smaller. Their fur is 
much coarser and longer than that found
